Andrew O'Brien, K3UK, is starting an international digi-mode net on 28,125 MHz 
every Saturday and Sunday at 18:00 UTC. On the Digital Radio Yahoo group, he writes, “Since 
10 m seems to be open more often than not these days, Iam going to start a digi-modes net 
each Saturday and Sunday on 28,125 USB (plus or minus for QRM) at 18:00 UTC. 
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RS ID and Call ID will be used to help people pick out the net and modes used. Olivia 
500/8 will be used as a mode to call up the net but the net may switch modes. The net will 
be designed to not go on too long, usually 30 minutes at the most. The net will try to include 
some brief announcements relative to digital modes on HF.

2136 BC - the Chinese make the first record of a solar eclipse

DX Code of Conduct 


I will listen, and listen, and then listen again before calling. 
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I will only call if I can copy the DX station properly. 

I will not trust the DX cluster and will be sure of the DX station's call sign before calling. 
I will not interfere with the DX station or anyone calling and will never tune up on the DX 
frequency or in the QSX slot. 

I will wait for the DX station to end a contact before I call. 

I will always send my full call sign. 

I will call and then listen for a reasonable interval. I will not call continuously. 

I will not transmit when the DX operator calls another call sign, not mine. 

I will not transmit when the DX operator queries a call sign not like mine. 

I will not transmit when the DX station requests geographic areas other than mine. 
When the DX operator calls me, I will not repeat my call sign unless I think he has copied it 
incorrectly. 

I will be thankful if and when I do make a contact. 

I will respect my fellow radio amateurs and conduct myself so as to earn their respect.
